Cancer is no longer an automatic death 
sentence: Stop cancer before it starts

Until recently cancer was 
incurable. But today, cancer 
deaths are preventable, It has 
been estimated that from 50% to 
70% of cancer deaths are attrib- 
uted to preventable risk behav- 
iors. Thirty percent (30%) of 
cancer deaths can be attributed 
to tobacco use and more than 
thirty percent (30%) to poor 
nutrition. 

According to a recent report 
from the American Cancer 
Society (ACS), one (1) of every 
four (4) deaths in America is due 


‘to cancer. In the year 2005, over 


1.3 million new cases. will be 
diagnosed and about 564,000 
will die of the disease. The ACS 
also estimates that half the men 
and one-third of the women in 
the United States will develop 
cancer in their lifetimes. That is 
frightening news. 

Doctors can not always 
explain why one person gets 
cancer and another does not. 
However, studies of cancer in 
the population show that certain 
lifestyle choices are known’ to 
cause cancer. Smoking, drink- 
ing (more than two drinks a 
day), being overweight, dam- 
aged to skin, unsafe sexual 
behaviors, diet, and lack of exer- 
cise can lead to the mutations 
that cause cancer. 


Studies show that some of the 


risk factors for cancer can. be 
avoided. By making simple 
changes in the way we eat and 


live could prevent millions of 


cases of cancer a year. You can 
break these habits to lower your 
risk of cancer. —

Fish stocking available for farm ponds 


Effective September 1, 2007, 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries (WFF) 
Division will increase the fee 
for stocking private ponds in 
order to capture the cost of the 
program. A  one-acre pond 
stocked -with both bass .and 
bream will cost $140 and will 
cost $70 stocked with bass only. 

The fee structure will be a 
minimum of $70 for ponds one- 
half acre or smaller, plus incre- 
mental adjustments of $35 for 
each additional one-quarter sur- 
face acre for ponds five surface 
acres or smaller. For ponds larg- 
er than five surface acres, the 
fee will increase to $140 per 
acre. Ponds stocked with bass 
only will cost one half of the full 
stocking fee. 

This change reflects the WFF 
Division's continuing effort to 


provide private pond owners an. 


opportunity to,stock their ponds 
correctly and at an economical 
cost,

Wreck claims

As Chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee in 2006, I 
worked to bring banks, credit card 
companies, internet service 
providers and alternate payment 
providers together in an effort to 
address this issue comprehensive- 
ly from a financial perspective. 
The Financial Coalition Against 
Child Pornography is an initiative 
organized by the National Center 


- for Missing & Exploited Children 


and the International Centre for 
Missing & Exploited Children. 
These two groups are collaborat- 
ing with several financial institu- 
tions and internet industry leaders 
to eradicate the commercial via- 
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bility of child pornography by the 
year 2008. 

_ Thave also worked as the rank- 


secure over $55 million in fiscal 
year 2008 to provide grants to 
State and local law enforcement 
agencies to locate, arrest and 

sexual predators. 
Additionally, I have worked to 
include $313 million for missing 
and exploited children programs, 
including $15 million to combat 
and full funding of the Adam 
Walsh Act.

Quite often, | 
want to give up, knowing that 
learning to crochet: was not com- 
ing easy to me, but Miss Bernice 
insisted that I keep on. She 
encouraged me and applauded me 
each time I succeeded. 

Miss Bermice showed me, as 
her mother had shown her, the 
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difference in single and double 
crochet, and the kinds of hooks, 
yarn, borders and patterns. 
Actually, in these three years, 
my newfound friend taught me 
more about living than crochet- 
ing, about love and joy and kind- 
ness: Her golden laughter spilled 
out as | made the same mistakes 
again and again, as she encour- 
aged me to just have fun. 
Miss Bernice showed me deter- 
mination and persistence, the les- 
son of keeping on despite age or 
health or even desire sometimes.

Rangers also known as the 
Coffee County Volunteers was 
organized as a home militia in 
December. 1860 (one month 


before Alabama seceded). 

The Rangers were the first 
unit from Coffee County to 
march off to war. The unit’ was 


- officially commissioned by an 
Act of the Confederate 
Congress on 21 August 1861 
and became Company D of the 
12th Alabama Infantry 
Regiment, a part of the Army of 
Northern Virginia. This 
Regiment fought with General 
Robert E. Lee from Manassas to 
Appomattox. After four long 
years of fighting, of the original 
1196 members of the 12th 
Alabama Infantry Regiment 
only about 50 were remaining. 

Commander Wilson told the 
Camp members that the original 
SCV.Camp #911 was chartered in 
Enterprise September 22, 1919 
with J. W. Kelsoe as Commander 
and G. W. Carlisle as Adjutant. If

Wildlife and the outdoors 


Picture This

Wildlife photography is a 
popular outdoor activity. The 
use of trail cameras adds a 
whole new dimension to this 
kind of photography. As with 
conventional cameras, trail 
cameras come in many makes 
and models. Both film and digi- 
tal types are available, each pro- 
viding advantages and disad- 
vantages. Digital cameras are 
fast replacing film cameras 
because they have some clear 
advantages. 

Film trail cameras have sever- 
al advantages and disadvan- 
tages. They usually cost much 
less up front. The film can be 
processed and printed in a one- 
hour photo shop. There are how- 
ever, several notable disadvan- 
tages. Film can be costly to 
develop. Film trail cameras hold 
relatively few pictures so the 
film would needs to be replaced 
often, Lastly, unwanted pictures 
‘must be developed to get the 
ones you want, 

Digital wail cameras appear to 
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disadvantages as well. Digital 
trail cameras are more costly 
than their film counterparts. A 
computer or digital photo print- 
er is needed to print pictures. 
However, this is not a big prob- 
lem anymore since most photo 
stores can print pictures from 
memory cards. 

Trail cameras offer many fea- 
tures, optional as well as stan- 
dard. They use wide angle lens- 
es to ensure that animals at close 
range are in the frame. Most 
units have a laser aiming device 
to help aim the camera. Cameras 
are equipped with  pyrelectric 
infrared sensor (PIR) or motion 
sensors. The range of the PIR is 
up to 90 feet on some models, 
Most cameras can be pro- 
grammed to shoot one or more 
photos when motion is detected. 
The length of time from motion 
detection to picture is very 
important. 

Most models use flash for 
night and low light conditions. 
The effective flash distance 
varies by model and price from 
point blank to 90 feet, While 
flashes may startle deer momen- 
tarily, they usually don't disrupt 
their habits. This is evident of 
multiple pictures of the same 
deer and extremely close up 
shots of curious animals. Some 
companies are even using night 
vision technology so there is no 
flash at all. Many types of bat- 
tery options are also available. 
Some models even offer option- 
al solar panels to recharge bat- 
teries in the field. 

The many uses of the trail 
camera are up to the users’ 
imaginations. They can be used 


strictly for enjoyment, survey- 
ing wildlife populations, or pos- 
sibly to catch would be tres- 
passers. Cameras may be placed 
along trails, feeding areas and 
wildlife openings. Set'the cam- 
era at waist height for close 
shots, for example as along 
trails. Set the camera higher for 
a more panoramic view, such as 
on the edge of a field or wildlife 
opening. Cameras generally 
have tamper resistant housings 
and come with a locking cable, 
or can accept a locking device. 
Depending on the area you 
place the camera and the likeli- 
hood of theft, a more durable 
locking device may need to be 
used, Common sense goes a 
long way in placing the camera. 
Avoid. use near boundary lines, 
public access or in areas that 
you already experience prob- 
lems, 


There: are almost as many 
makes and models of trail cam- 
eras as there are automobiles. As 
with either, the more options 
and the higher the quality, the 
price increases. There is a model 
to fit almost. every need and 
price range. Using trail a camera 
is enjoyable and rewarding. 
Chances are you will photo- 
graph and possibly see that big 
elusive buck. Even if you don't, 
just, knowing he is out there is 
incentive enough.

The Healthcare Authority of 
Elba, which owns and manages 
the Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home, submitted a list 
of board members for ratifica- 
tion. This was necessary due to 
the death of long time Chairman 
Drexel Cook and resignation of 
Carolyn Brunson. 

’ The new make-up of the five 
member board is as follows: 
Chairman Pete Cash (moving up 
from Vice Chairman), term 
expiring 12-12-2013; - new , 
appointee - Jimmy Cook, term 
expiring 11-12-2011; Cabert 
Mills, term expiring 11-12- 
2011; new appointee - Kenneth

2009; and Daniel Stephens, term
